Court Finds in 
Favor of Irrigation 


A case of great importance to all ine 
terested in irrigation in Western Can- 
ada was heard before Judge Hynd- 
The suit 
arose out of the contention of a farms 


man, at Calgary last week, 


er aumed Babcock, who claimed that 
land he had purchased from the Can- 
adian Pacfie Railway Company 
irrigable land was not benelitted by 


as 


irrigation, and appealed to the courts 
for a revision of his land contract. 
The land in question is located in the 


C. P. R. Irrigation Bloek east of Cal- | 


gitry, and the object of the suit was 
to have all reference to irrigable Jand 
removed from the contract and the 
price reduced to that of non-irrigable 
land, and also to declare void the 
water agreement whereby the pur- 
chaser had agreed to pay an annual 
water rental of fifty cents an acre, 

The case occupied the attention of 
the court for three days. when Judge 
Hyndinan, without calling any evi- 
dence on the Company's behalf. de- 
clared a non-snit and dismissed the 
case With costs. 

This case had been widely adver- 
tised among the farmers of the Irriga- 
tion Biock and elsewhere by the Far- 
mers’ Combined Irrigation and Publi- 
city Committee, as being a test case 
which would decide once and for all 
whether or not the Railway Company 
had misrepresented and mis-stated 
facts in regard to the suitability of 
the lands and climate for the develop- 
ment of agriculture by irrigation, and 
the outeoine was looked for with great 

| interest. 
| Mr. Justice Hyndman, in delivering 
| judgement went fully into the main 
issue of the case, that the land sold 
{to the plaintiff was unsuitable for irri- 
| gation, and that the scheme @as of no 
} benefit. His Lordship held that a 
\fair trial of the scheme should have 
| been made by experts who would be 
leapable of judging whether irrigotian 
| would or would uot be a success. 

The fact that water was available, 
said the judge, can he in no waya 
detriment, a$ it is simply an insurance 
ugainst lack of moisture, and the evi- 
dence shows that under irrigation in 
M10 the plaintiff secured fourteen 
bushels to the acre more from the irri- 
gated land than that not irrigated. 

Dealing with the evidence of W. D. 
| Trego, chairman of the Farmers’ Com- 
bined Irrigation and Publicity Com- 
| mittee, and a leading character in the 
objections that had been raised against 
irrigation, the judge said that he re 
}garded him as a prejudiced witness 
| who could not possibly lay claim to 
| know that irrigation on this land was a 
| failure, because there was no test 
fmade. On his own showing Trego 
| went round among the farmers, urging 
them vot to use water, and he was one 
of the leaders in the agitation to try 
and bung about a reduction in the 
| price of these lands, and establish the 
fact that the irrigation in this district 
was a failure. 
i#@Phere was no evidence, said 
Lordship, that alkali was due to ini 
gation any more than to rainfall, The 
land had been irrigated only twice in 
eight years, and he must hold plaintitf

Here are 15 saled possibilities that | 


may help the busy housewife to at- 
tain variety in preparing salads: 

Sliced cold tomatoes and sliced 
hard boiled eggs served on water- 
cress with French dressing. 

Sliced pickled beets mixed with 
chopped celery and served with a 
scant dressing made of two table- 
spoonfuls of cream beaten with one 
.tablespoonful of vinegar. 

Sliced cold “ananas, sprinkled with 
chopped parsley, dressed with French 
dressing and served on lettuce leaves, 

Chopped cabbage mixed with small 
dice of tart apples, dressed with 
French dre.sing. 

Minced celery dressed with French 
dressing combined with cut of wal- 
nut meats mixed with mayoanaise 
dressing, served on lettuce leaves. 

Young okra pods boiled tender, 
sliced cold with shredded green pep- 
pers, served on lettuce leaves, with a 
dressing of oil, vinegar, salt and pep- 
pe. and a little horseradish, 
eas cooked with mint leaves, 
served with chopped chicken on let- 
tuce leaves with French dressing. 
Minced lamb may be used instead of 
the chicken, 

Watercress served with a dressing 
of equal parts of lemon juice and 
olive oil, sprinkled with grated egg 
yolk, 

Cold boiled Brussels sprouts serv: 
ed on lettuce with a French dress- 
ing to which are added a few drops 
of tobasco sauce. 

Cold baked beans dressed with the 
juice of a lemon and minced celery, 
served on lettuce leaves with mayon- 
naise dressing, garnished with olives 
and sliced cold tomatoes, 

Young carrots which have been 
cooked in stock, cut thin and served 
on lettuce leaves with peas dressed 
with mayonnaise or French dressing. 

Sprigs of boiled cauliflower, slices 
of hard boiled eggs and slices of to- 
matoes served on a bed of watercress 
dressed with French dressing. 

Two sliced beets pickied in vinegar, 
four boiled potatoes sliced in the 
vinegar juice of the beets, served on 
watercress or lettuce leaves with 
salt and olive oil dressing. 

Sprigs of cold Boiled cauliflower 
served on lettuce leaves dressed 
with mayonnaise. 

Thin sliced boiled potatoes, sprin- 
kled with chopped parsley, over let- 
tuce leaves with French dressing 

Remember in meking all salads 
that the vegetables should be of the 
best. Raw vegetables should be well 
chilled. Boiled vegetables should not 
be well done, Lettuce leaves should 
be torn, never cut. 


“Scientific Police.” 

The University of Lausanne (Swit- 
zerland) has a faculty named the 
“Seientific Police Departmént.”’ It is 
on the same footing as the classical 
and scientific faculties, and is the 
only one of its kind attached to any 
university in the world. 

At the head of the “Scientific 
Police” is Prof. R. A. Reiss, who, by 
reason of his wonderful deductive 
work in tracing crime and criminals 
has obtained a world-wide reputation 
in the inner police circles of the 
world's capitals.
